In the year two thousand sixteen, the twenty-second day of December. 

Before MaTtre Henri Hellinckx, notary residing in Luxembourg (Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg). 

Was held an extraordinary general meeting (the Meeting) of the shareholders of 
Diversified Financials Europe S.A., a Luxembourg public limited liability company 
( societe anonyme) with registered office at 80 route d’Esch, L-1470 Luxembourg, 
registered with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies Register under number 
B 107 999 (the Company). The Company was incorporated on 18 May 2005 pursuant 
to a deed of MaTtre Jean-Paul Hencks, notary residing in Luxembourg (Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg), published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations 
number 536 on 4 June 2005. The articles of association of the Company (the Articles) 
were amended for the last time on 7 January 2015 by virtue of a deed of Mr MaTtre 
Marc Loesch, notary residing in Mondorf-les-Bains (Grand Duchy of Luxembourg), 
published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations number 1 120 on 29 
April 2015. 

The Meeting is chaired by Arlette Siebenaler, residing professionally in L-1319 
Luxembourg, 101, rue Cents (the Chairman). The Chairman appoints as secretary of 
the Meeting (the Secretary) and the Meeting elects as scrutineer of the Meeting (the 
Scrutineer), Annick Braquet, residing professionally in L-1319 Luxembourg, 101, rue 
Cents. The Chairman, the Secretary and the Scrutineer are collectively referred to 
hereafter as the Bureau. 

The shareholders of the Company (the Shareholders) represented at the Meeting and 
the number of shares they hold are indicated on an attendance list which will remain 
attached to the present minutes after having been signed by the representative of the 
Shareholders and the members of the Bureau. 

The proxies from the Shareholder represented at the Meeting, after having been signed 
ne varietur by the proxyholder and the undersigned notary, shall also remain attached 
to the present deed to be filed at the same time with the registration authorities. 

The Bureau having thus been constituted, the Chairman requests the notary to record 
that: 

I. it appears from an attendance list established and certified by the members of 
the Bureau that all of the thirty-one (31) shares with a nominal value of one thousand 
euro (EUR 1,000.00) each, representing the entirety of the share capital of the 
Company, are duly represented at this Meeting, which is consequently regularly 
constituted and may deliberate upon the items on the agenda, hereinafter reproduced; 
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II. that the agenda of the Meeting is worded as follows: 

1 . Waiver of the convening notice; 

2. Dissolution of the Company and decision to put the Company into voluntary 
liquidation; 

3. Appointment of the liquidator of the Company; 

4. Determination of the powers and remuneration of the liquidator; and 

5. Miscellaneous. 

III. that after deliberation the Meeting has taken the following resolutions: 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The entirety of the corporate share capital being represented at the present Meeting, 
the Meeting waives the convening notice, the Shareholders represented considering 
themselves as duly convened and declaring to have perfect knowledge of the agenda 
which was communicated to them in advance of the Meeting. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves with immediate effect to dissolve the Company and to put the 
Company into voluntary liquidation. 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to appoint Mr Anthony Braesch, Avocat a la Cour, professionally 
residing at 15, rue du Fort Bourbon, L-1249 Luxembourg, as liquidator of the Company 
(the Liquidator). 


FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to give to the Liquidator the broadest powers set forth in articles 
144 et seq. of the amended Luxembourg law on Commercial Companies dated 10 
August 1915, as amended (the Law). 

The Liquidator shall have the broadest powers to carry out any act of administration, 
management or disposal concerning the Company, whatever the nature or size of the 
operation. 

The Liquidator is relieved from the obligation of drawing-up an inventory and may refer 
to the accounts of the Company. 

The Liquidator may, under his own responsibility, for special or specific operations, 
delegate such part of his powers and for such duration as he may deem fit, to one or 
several representatives. 

The Meeting further resolves to empower and authorize the Liquidator to make, in his 
sole discretion, advance payments of the liquidation proceeds ( boni de liquidation) to 
the Shareholders of the Company. 
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Finally, the Meeting resolves to approve the remuneration of the Liquidator as agreed 
among the parties concerned. 


ESTIMATE OF COSTS 

The amount of expenses, costs, remunerations and charges in any form whatsoever, 
which shall be borne by the Company as a result of the present deed is estimated to be 
approximately EUR 2,300.- 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states herewith that at 
the request of the above appearing parties, the present deed is worded in English 
followed by a French version. At the request of the same appearing persons and in 
case of divergences between English and the French versions, the English version 
shall prevail. 

Whereof the present notarial deed was drawn up in Luxembourg, on the day named at 
the beginning of this document. 

The document having been read to the appearing persons, the said appearing persons 
signed the present deed together with the notary.

L'Assemblee est presidee par Arlette Siebenaler, residant professionnellement a L- 
1319 Luxembourg, 101, rue Cents (le President). Le President nomme comme 
secretaire de I'Assemblee (le Secretaire) et I'Assemblee elit comme scrutateur de 
I'Assemblee (le Scrutateur), Annick Braquet, residant professionnellement a L-1319 
Luxembourg, 101, rue Cents. Le President, le Secretaire et le Scrutateur torment 
collectivement le Bureau. 

Les actionnaires de la Societe (les Actionnaires) represents lors de I'Assemblee 
ainsi que le nombre d'actions qu'ils detiennent sont indiques dans une liste de 
presence qui restera annexee au present acte apres avoir ete signee par le 
representant des Actionnaires et les membres du Bureau.

III. Apres deliberation, I'Assemblee a pris les resolutions suivantes : 

PREMIERE RESOLUTION 

L'integralite du capital social de la Societe etant representee a la presente Assemblee, 
I'Assemblee decide de renoncer aux formalites de convocation, les Actionnaires 
represents se considerant comme dument convoques et declarant avoir une parfaite 
connaissance de I'ordre du jour qui leur a ete communique par avance. 

DEUXIEME RESOLUTION 

L'Assemblee decide avec effet immediat de proceder a la liquidation de la Societe et 
de la mettre en liquidation volontaire. 

TROISIEME RESOLUTION 

L'Assemblee decide de nommer Monsieur Anthony Braesch, Avocat a la Cour, 
professionally residing at 15, rue du Fort Bourbon, L-1249 Luxembourg, en tant que 
liquidateur de la Societe (le Liquidateur). 

QUATRIEME RESOLUTION 

L'Assemblee decide de conferer au Liquidateur les pouvoirs les plus etendus tels que 
stipules dans les articles 144 et seq. de la loi luxembourgeoise du 10 aout 1915 sur les 
societes commerciales, telle que modifiee (la Loi). 

Le Liquidateur aura, dans I’exercice de ses fonctions, les pouvoirs les plus etendus 
pour effectuer tous les actes d’administration, de gestion et de disposition concernant 
la Societe, quelle que soit la nature ou I’importance des operations en question. 
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Le Liquidateur est dispense de son obligation de devoir dresser un inventaire et peut 
se referer aux comptes de la Societe.

L’Assemblee decide en outre d’autoriser le Liquidateur, a sa seule discretion, a verser 
des acomptes sur le boni de liquidation aux Actionnaires de la Societe. 

L’Assemblee decide finalement d’approuver la remuneration du Liquidateur telle que 
convenue entre les parties concernees. 

ESTIMATION DES FRAIS

present acte sont estimes approximativement a EUR 2.300.-
